POTTSVILLE. Pa. (UPI) —Tile 
burglary trial of Robert Poulson 
went to the jury early this after­ 
noon after charge by the judge 
who carefully covered most of the 
Jose of the first of five persons 
to he tried for the puzzling rob­ 
bery at the home of John B 
Rich. 
Judge Charles W Staudenmeier, 
in his two hour and 40 minute 
charge, told the jury of six men 
nnd six women that there were 
"numerous contradictions" in this 
case as in all criminal cases.

Censorship 


MOSCOW (U P I)-T h e Soviet 
I nion today lifted censorship on 
news dispatches sent out of Rus­ 
sia by foreign correspondents, but 
said newsmen would be held ac­ 
countable for the accuracy of 
their stories printed abroad. 
This dispatch, telephoned to the 
United Press International bureau 
in Helsinki. Finland, is the first 
to move uncensored out (rf Mos­ 
cow since the Revolution of 1917 
except for one brief period in 1939 
and another immediately follow 
ing the end of World War II. 
Press Chief M. A. Kharlamov 
announced 
at 
a 
special 
press 
conference that correspondents no 
longer would be required to clear 
their dispatches before cabling, 
telephoning 
or 
mailing 
t h e m 
j abroad. At no time did he use the 
I word “censorship’’ or concede it 
had been in effect. 
“Thus far our people at the tel­ 
egraph office <censors) helped to 
correct incorrect rumors,” Khar­ 
lamov said. “The whole responsi­ 
bility for incorrect rumors will lie 
on the correspondents themselves 
now-.” 
Kharlamov recommended news­ 
men retain copies of their stories 
in case of any conflict with what 
is printed abroad 
Foreign newsmen also are still 
highly restricted in their move­ 
ments about the country. They 
cannot go beyond 25 miles from 
Moscow without official approval. 
There is no guarantee that cen­ 
sorship will not be re-im posed but 
for the present it removes one of 
the most frustrating aspects of a 
newsman's job in Russia. 
A correspondent never saw the 
censors nor knew who they were. 
He could not converse with them 
They were deaf to entreaty and 
they gave no explanations for de 
let ions or for the suppression of 
entire dispatches.

WASHINGTON (U PI> — The 
House Appropriations Committee 
approved fatter budgets for the 
Treasury and Post Office today 
but told the T-meti to tighten 
their belts and the mailman to 
stop dreaming about bouncing let­ 
ters some day off the moon. 
In a report to the House point­ 
ing up the need for economies, 
the committee said interest on the 
national debt now runs more than 
the cost of the whole federal 
government in 1936. 
“This one item of interest now 
costs approximately $17,000 every 
minute of the day and night, 
every day of the year,” the com­ 
mittee noted. 
The committee recommended to 
the House an appropriation of 
$3,281,865,000 
for 
the 
Treasury 
and Post Office departments and 
the U.S. Tax Court in the 12 
months starting July I. This was 
$89,936,000 
less 
than 
was 
re­ 
quested but $438,731,000 more than 
the agencies got for the current 
fiscal year. 
The 
Treasury 
allowance 
of 
$911,615,000 
included 
funds 
for 
some extra customs, tax, 
and 
Secret Service agents, though not 
as many as asked. The commit­ 
tee said some of the expanding 
work load would have to be ab­ 
sorbed. 
As for the Post Office, 
the 
committee was not impressed by 
efforts of former Postmaster Ar­ 
thur E. Summerfield to automate 
the mail serv ice. It scoffed espe­ 
cially at his dream of some day 
using the moon as a relay point 
for radioed mail. 
“As a 
m atter of fact,” 
the 
committee said in an advisory to 
Summerfield’* successor, J. Ed­ 
ward 
Day, 
“ the committee is 
much 
more 
interested 
in see­ 
ing that the United States mail *s 
efficiently and economically de­ 
livered on the surface of the earth 
than it is in having it bounced 
off the moon. The committee ex­ 
pects the new administration to 
concern itself with m or1 practical 
m atters.” 
Day apparently didnt need any 
such directive. He already has 
cancelled one of Summerfield’s 


electronic projects, for speeding 
mail from coast to coast instanta­ 
neously by facsimile. In testimony 
released earlier, Day had told the 
committee 
he 
was 
more 
con­ 
cerned about getting 65 billion 
letters yearly properly stuffed in 
the boxes than in getting the stuff 
relayed via the moon.

few special- tools will make the 
work go easier. 
Just how much work you do 
yourself will determine the types 
of tools in which you will want to 
invest. For example a pipe culling 
tool will do a smooth finished 
job. but a hack saw is good 
enough if you only cut a pipe once 
in your life 
In your collection right now you 
probably have chisels, a hack 
saw, 
hammers, 
soldering iron, 
blow torch, and one or more ad­ 
justable wrenches, 
As you go 
along you may want to add some 
of the following 
Pipe Wrench 
Wrenches 
If you find that you 
have to get a good grip on a pipe 
you’ll also find that nothing will 
take the place of a Stinson or 
pi lie w rench. 
The lower jaw on a Stinson 
is fixed. Tile upper is movable, 
adjusted by a nut on the handle 
When you pull the handle in the 
direction of the jaw opening the 
action of 4he upper jaw will grip 
the pipe You work in one direc­ 
tion only and reverse direction by 
reversing the wrench Get a pair 
to use together, working in op­ 
posite directions to open a con­ 
nection.

When you have to use a wrench 
on flat surfaces — fittings, nuts.

Spread Fertilizer Early On Lawns 


GRIP WITH WRENCH 
AND LOOSEN 
CAREFULLY 


Most lawns suffer because of 
lack of plant food. If you seeded 
and fertilized your lawn last fall, 
it will begin to grow early this 
spring. Keep it mowed to a height 
of an inch and one-half. 
Fertilize at first cutting with 20 
to 30 pounds per 1,000 square feet 
of lawn area with a good lawn 
fertilizer. This will be in March 
or April, depending upon your 
locality and climatic conditions.1 
Fertilization at this time encour­ 
ages rapid root development and 
early establishment of the young 
plants. 


In case you did not seed or 
fertilize last fall, it may pay you 
to apply a good lawn seed mix 
ture at two lo three pounds pet 
I .OOO square feet in March or 
April. Keep in mind that spring 
lawn seedings fail more often 
than do fall .seedings. Be sure to 
buy a good lawn seed mixture, 
and to follow' the seeding direr 
tions on the container. 
Keep the lawn surface moist 
until the new plants have been 
established 
Often spring rains 


will do this, hut if the surface fx» 
comes dry, he sure to apply a 
light sprinkler irrigation. Moisten 
with a fine mist about midday, 
and if temperatures are unusual­ 
ly high, moisten again about four 
or five o'clock in the afternoon. 
Never apply too much water at a 
time became excessive moisture 
can hring about a disease known 
as “damping-off” which kills the 
young seedlings. 
In case you did not fertilize 
your lawn last fall, then plan to 
feed it twice this spring. Give it 
an immediate application of a 
good lawn fertilizer at about 20 to 
30 pounds per 1.000 square feet 
Then, in order to build up fertility. 
a similar application should be 
made about June first. 
Content Varies 
Because 
fertilizers 
vary 
in 
weight and plant food content, al­ 
ways read and follow the direc­ 
tions un the package. Your fer­ 
tilizer may call for more or less 
than the above amounts. Also, 
always .sprinkle your lawn im­ 
mediately after fertilizing it. And 


never spread fertilizer when grass 
is the least bit damp from dew 
or rain 
Yon can have a good lawn even 
though your soil may be shallow. 
or sandy, or your lawn may he 
sloping. A little attention given to 
your lawn area will bring greater 
pride and joy than an equivalent j 
amount of energy devoted to al­ 


most any other enterprise. With a 
little extra care you may become 
the pride of the neighborhood rn 
just one short season, 
Bo sure to buy a good quality 
lawn fertilizer. Good quality fer­ 
tilizers are produced by reputable 
firms and are for sale through 
fertilizer dealers, garden supply 
houses, hardware stores, etc.
